at the State Hall manifest much anx- 
iety to ascertain the latest phases of 
the canvass, and dispatches are passing 
back and forth between this city and 
New York with frequency. It is be- 
lieved that Tammany cut Alcott bad- 
ly, out of revenge. In other parts of 
the State the Democrats fear Wads- 
worth, Republican candidate for Con- 
troller, has run ahead of his ticket. 

The feeling among the Robinson 
Democrats is bitter towards the fac- 
tion that has wrought the mischief. 
Beach (Democrat) is believed to be 
re-elected Secretary of State, and Sey- 
mour (Democrat), State Engineer, is 
thought to be safe, if any Democrat is 
below Potter. Wendell's (Republi- 
can) friends refuse to give it up. 

They claim that he is elected Treas- 
urer. Fears are entertained that in 
the count there is to be a repetition of 
the uncertainty in the las National 
election.
